Lionen, Toys, Gs. butefpecially Wrought 
Silks, Wine and Brandy, which we Im- 
ported, was fuch, as all rae Demand of © 
Goods from us to them, would in no Pro- 
portion anfwer the Ballance, then necefla~ 
rily coming to be paid in Money. 

I proved to you, how the Channet of the 
WineTrade had been gradually turn’d from 
France to Portugal, by the firft effeQualPro- 
hibition of the Wines and Brandies in the 
laft War, and the gradual Encreale of the 
high Duties, from 9}. per Tun to 52. 

From thence! draw this brief Conclufions 
Keep up but your high Duties on French
